realism without once using one of those nasty, 
little four-lettered words that bad boys used to 
write on the fence, Ibsen managed to write realis- 
tically, even about venereal disease, without cross- 
ing over from good taste to bad. ' Tolstoy, who 
drained the dregs of the barrel of life, could stir 
not only emotions but thought without calling it' 
woman a female dog on the stage. It is all * 
matter of taste. 
- 
It would seem that so many modern playwrights j 


are so lacking in both imagination and language j 
that for powev and strength of expression they have i 
nothing to offer but the spectacle of a young and 
beautiful woman befouling her. mouth with the 
idiom of the barroom. They call that realism. They 
call that modern. If that is what modernism and 
rcatisnymeans, it ought to have its mouth washed 
out with yellow soap. 


The genius of Shaw undoubtedly was (in 1903, 


mind you) that, he was able "to say the most conven- 
tional things in the most conventional manner and 
by sheer strength of ideas and the use of- compe- 
tent English make it sound sufficiently shocking 
to bo attractive. • For in "Man and Superman" he 
reiterates what the human race has always, known, 
namely, that if a girl has set her cap to. get a 
man, 
she will succeed. He calls it "The Life Force." 


In a word, he has to find a fierce biological reason 
—as Marxians always do—for what is simple hu- 
man nature. To bolster his argunipnt, he refers us 
to the Bees, when he might better have referred 
us to every Turn and Jane that ever lived,-The bees, 
oT course, do it by regimentation, whereas the Toms 
and Janes use all the wiles of will and choice.' But 
it comes out that every woman gets her, man if 
she wants him sufficiently to make the effect.. 


None of which detracts from an extraordinarily 


good performance of Shaw's masterpiece, some- 
what cut, which is always unnecessary, but never- 
theless better than anything I had seen by. a-liv- 
ing author for many years. And he manages to 
gel by without, referring at any times to illegitimacy 
in the language of the Bowery. In fact, during 
what in the-movias is called a sequence, the *ubjcct 
of unwedded motherhood is thrashed out without 
a vulgarity, 
• 


Thinking it over, I beliove I have listened to 


(he entire gamut of pre-adolescent lingo on the 
stage, except for one word which apparently the 
modernists have not yet plucked up sufficient cour- 
age to use. That, I am sure, will come in due course 
as a final example of liberalism, realism and mod- 
ernity. '

Z.OBOTOMV (LEUKOTOMY) OPERATION 
I have written several times .about the operation 


lobotom'y (leukotomy),, in which the nerves of front 
lobes of the brain are cut to give relief from ex- 
treme grief and anxiety. The operation is performed 
in cases where all other relief measures have failed. 


While this operation was not performed orig- 


inally with any other object than to give relief from 
extreme grief, several cases are recorded in which 
the patients were able to resume their former oc- 
cupation and support themselves,. 
Heretofore, I have recorded the success obtained 


by United Slates and Canadian nerve surgeons in 
a small series of cases. In England a book has just 
been published by the British Information Services,- 
30 Rockefeller Plaza, New York, N, Y., reporting 
1,000 cases of prefrontal lobotomy from 43 different 
hospitals. 
The figures show that 35 per cent of the pa- 


tienlt; have been discharged and 32 per cent are im- 
proved, though still remaining in the hospital. Only 
1 per cent of the patients were considered worse 
after the operation. The death rate was 3 per cent. 


When we study these figures and remember that 


these patients were the most difficult and hopeless 
in these hospitals, gettin'g no relief from their ter- 
rible grief and depression, it is a most encouraging 
picture. It means that 2 of every 3 patients ob- 
tained relief from grief, anxiety, despair. 


One gratifying result obtained was that in older 


men and women who'always, had boon normal men- 
l«lly and had then—within a matter of months— 
developed a feeling of grief and depression, the 
operation was much more successful than in those 
who were younger and had '.'nervous" symptoms 
for a considerable lime. 


As in other diseases, the sooner the treatment 


was begun after the symptoms Appeared the .better 
wore -the results obtained. Thus about 65 'per cent, 
were discharged cured where the-symptoms were 
present for two years or less, and only about 15 per 
cent were cured where the operation was performed, 
live years after the onset of the symptoms.

Little Concern Seems to Be Displayed Over Radicalism and 


CoBBUBiim ai Growth Occurs in Governmental Circles 


Washington, 
Nov. 5 <— While 


there's plenty of commotion about 
Communists in Hollywood 
and 


elsewhere, there seems to be little 
concern over the growth of radi- 
calism and communistic philosophy 
in governmental circles. 


The idea that the skillful

be penalized, 


that thrift shall be •• discouraged 
and that profits are a iort of sin is 
the prevailing doctrine now, es- 
pecially in that wing of the Demo- 
cratic Party which seems to have 
captured President Truman's poli-

tical support. 


There is evidence, 
for example, 


that the administration will again 
argue that .tax revision or reduc- 
tion shall not be applied to cut 
down the high rates put on during 
wartime. There is evidence, 'too, 
that the administration is doin'g 
more by its anti-tax-reduction poli- 
cies to frustrate, if not paralyze, 
the risk-capital system than nil the 
Communists in America put 
to- 
gether. 


Tax reduction is needed not so 
much for individuals who' may 
have enough income to survive the 
shrinking value of the dollar but 
because the largest companies' in 
America today cannot sell common 
stocks to get the monty to! carry 
on needed expansion. There is only 
one class to which the securities 
as a rule .are sold—the jmjddle 
class now being heavily taxed. 


In the^ November issue 
of the 


National'City Bank letter, atten- 
tion is called to the crisis that has 
developed in the so-called "equity" 
financing or stock-selling process 
BO essential to the maintenance of 
the free-enterprise system. The 
letter »ays:

"In the present juncture, 
the 


supply ot new savings out of cur- 
rent incomes of individuals is seri- 
ously deficient in relationship 
to 


the demands for capital. For ex- 
ample, the individual investor ha* 
come close to disappearing as the 
source of new capital for private 
Business. Estimates of the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission in- 
dicate that individuals in all of 
1946 added nothing, net, to their 
loldings of corporate stocks and 
»onds. The same is true, for -the 
first half of 1947. A major cause is 
income tax levels go high as 
to 


force continuous dissaving in 
the 


higher brackets and shut down 
new supplies of saving farther 
down the line. 


"The individual sayings 
that 
take 
place 
today 
in 
largest 
volumes are either institutional- 
ized savings, reflected in accumu- 
lations of insurance and pension 


funds, or savings in anticipation 
of consumption. These funds are 
not available for equity invest- 
ments in common stocks. The ab- 
sence of substantial individual sav- 
ings for taking risks of ownership 
is a serious missing link in the 
structure of sound financing of 
postwar prosperity. Without them, 
the pressure is on the corporation 
to sell bonds and to go further 
into debt to the banks and to (he 
institutional investor. This has 
been the cheapest and easiest way 
of raising new funds. Often it has 
been the only practicable way. 


"Rapidly accumulating debt is 


both a cause and a consequence of 
the inflationary pressures, for in a 
waf;c-price spiral, business con- 
stantly needs more and more 
monoy to keep going and this 
leads to the incurrcnce of more 
and more debt by business and 
niovc and more spending by the 
individual. To check this kind of 
spiralling:—which* is to the ulti- 
mate benefit of no one and to the 
injury of all—is not simple. 


"One way of preventing bank 


credit expansion from aggravating 
the inflationary pressure is to 
make possible more equity financ- 
ing with individual investors. Here 
changes are imperative in the tax 
law's that not only cut oft new 
supplies of risk capital but pl»ce 
al] the odds in favor ot borrowing 
rather than selling stock to wise 
now capital. The corporation can 
charge interest payments off as a 
business expense in calculating its 
Income tax liability. On the other 
hand, earnings from new capital 
raised by selling stock are taxed 
whether retained in the business 
or paid out as dividends. In the 
latter case the earnings get taxed 
again as the stockholder pays his 
personal income tax on the divi- 
dends." • 


Financing of a long-term na- 
ture by bonds or mortgages is oft- 
en hazardous or impossible be- 
cause not. enough earnings are 
available regularly to insure fixed • 
payments annually. Heretofore in 
America the investor lias. takea 
the risks' by buyine stocks where- 
in the return is not fixed or 
guaranteed. A reward for this risk 
has been high dividends in good 
years to balance baH years. To- 
day dividends are virtually con- 
fiscated and any company that 
tries^to make » high enough profit 
to warrant the sale of stock is 
pilloried as a profiteer. There's no 
more certain way than this to un- 
dermine the capitalistic system 
and sow seeds of its rival—stale 
socialism—under which the gov- 
ernment" is master of everybody 
and everything, including finance.
